Actio 


With the bubonic plague heading in from 


West Texas and encephalitis moving this 
way from the Gulf Coast, I was wondering 
if there are any precautions a person can 
take against these diseases? 


About the only way of protecting 


yourself against the diseases is to avoid 
becoming infected, according to city 
health officer Dr. Will Miller. One of the 
culprits, he said, are mosquitos, which 
carry encephalitis and infect those they 
bite. The mosquitos themselves catch the 
disease from biting someone or something 
that already has it and only some types of 
mosquitos act as carriers. Since, as Dr. 
Miller pointed out, it is just about im- 
possible to identify the breed of a mosquito 
before it bites you, about the best you can 
do is to destroy the insect's breeding 
grounds. Mosquitos can breed just about 
anywhere there is standing water, so Dr. 
Miller advised getting rid of old paint cans, 
discarded tires and anything else that 
catches water and holds it. The tires, he 
said, are a big threat because people donjt 
realize they can hold a quart or so of water 
unnoticed. 


In the case of creeks and large areas of 


standing water, Dr. Miller said a light film 
of oil sprayed on the water surface will 
also prevent the insect from breeding. Dr. 
Miller said his office used to "fog" the city 
daily, using a commercial insect fogger 
and coal oil, but that machine was taken 
over by other city personnel and the 
fogging is no longer done. 


Bubonic plague is carried by fleas and 


small rodents, such as rats and mice, and 
is also transmitted by bite. Similar 
preventative procedures should be used to 
control those pests also.' 


Dr. Miller said very few people who 


contract either disease are cured. The 
current cases, he said, are the result of an 
indifference to the diseases caused by 
their growing scarcity. 


I hear KAND-AM is going to carry 


Navarro College football games this fall. 
When was this decision made? Were both 
local stations allowed to bid on the 
broadcast rights? 


Navarro College is not required to offer 


athletic broadcast rights on a bid basis, 
according to president Dr. Kenneth 
Walker, and neither station actually bid 
for those rights. On July 9,1975, an "ad- 
ministrative decision" to allow KAND-AM 
to broadcast the college's football and 
basketball games was made by Dr. Walker 
and an agreement with that station was 
made. According to that agreement, 
KAND-AM pays the college no money for 
the right to broadcast the college games, 
Dr. Walker said. Rather, the decision was 
based on past practice at the school. 


"KAND has traditionally had the 


broadcast rights and we have just con- 
tinued that arrangement," Dr. Walker 
explained. 


When asked, Dr. Walker 
said that 


KCIR-FM had asked to be considered for 
the broadcast rights, but he said the 
request came after the deal with KAND 
had been made. 


The college has a separate contract with 


KAND and Corsicana Cable Television to 
provide equipment and facilities for the 
recently begun Radio-TV courses at the 
college. Walker said that although the two 
deals were independent of one another, 
there was a "mutual advantage" to both 
parties in having KAND broadcast the 
games. Further, Corsicana Cable TV will 
provide equipment and the Navarro 
program will provide students to help 
operate the equipment to videotape the 
college games for review by the coaching 
staff, Dr. Walker said.

Why aren't new fathers allowed to feed 


babies at Memorial Hospital. At Baylor 
Hospital the fathers get the 9 p.m. feeding. 
If the baby is well enough to be taken to the 
mother's room, surely it is well enough to 
be fed by Us father: 


Memorial Hospital policy, based on the 


opinions of the medical staff, permit only 
the mother to have contact with a newborn 
baby. The reason for that policy, ac- 
cording to pediatrician Dr. James E. 
Speier, is to further control infection 
within the hospital. Since newborn infants 
are kept in a common nursery, Dr. Speier 
said extra care must be taken with each 
infant. When a baby is brought to the 
mother's room, for example, nurses clear 
the hallway between the room and the 
nursery so the baby can be carried through 
without possible contact with an infection. 


Dr. Speier noted that this is not the 


policy at all hospitals, but rather is a 
decision each must make based on the 
majority opinion of the hospital's doctors. 


I know an Arlington businessman who 


has a series of pictures taken of an 
execution that occurred In Corsicana 
around 1904. It was the mob execution of a 
black man who was burned to death in 
front of the Navarro County Coi 
Do you have any information about this? 


The last public execution in Navarro 


County occurred on the east side of the 
county courthouse in the summer of 1906, 
according to local historian Wyvonne 
Putman. A black man, accused of the rape 
and murder of his white employer's wife, 
was hanged, shot and burned by a mob 
who chased the 
county sheriff 
to 


Waxahachie and took the suspect from 
him for the execution. Mrs. Putman said 
reports indicate that the sheriff decided to 
move the man from Corsicana after the 
suspect confessed raping the woman and 
then slashing her throat. He put the 
suspect on a train, which went to Hubbard 
and then to Waxahachie before the crowd 
caught it. 


The suspect was taken by the mob back 


to the county courthouse, where a plank 
was thrust out one of the windows to serve 
as a gallows. Witnesses reported that the 
man did not die fast enough when hanged 
to satisfy the crowd and loose brush was 
gathered under him and set afire. Before 
the flames reached him, however, wit- 
nesses said the suspect was shot to death 
by a man in the mojx Calling the execution 
one of the most tragic points in Navarro

1-A, where the vote 
was 160 to 62 against collective 
bargaining.. Pet. 1-B provided 
the next largest victory margin 
for the measure, 148 to 60. 


Mrs. Youngblood and Com- 


missioner R.A. Armistead both 
commented 
about 
their 


disappointment over the low 
voter turnout — about 17 per 
cent of the qualified voters. 


Armistead, too, was pleased 


with the repeal saying he was 
"naturally gratified" because

Threat 
slows 


army intervention 


down religious 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) - 


Street fighting tapered off in 
Tripoli amid reports that the 
Lebanese army would intervene 
between Christians and Mos- 
lems battling in northern Leba- 
non. 


Security officials said nego- 


tiations were under way to es- 
tablish buffer zones manned by 
the army between the forward 
positions of the warring fac- 
tions. It would be the first time 
the I&OOO-man army has inter- 
vened this year in the sectarian 
fighting. 


Premier Rashid Karaml, a 


Sunni Moslem, said after a cab* 
inet session Tuesday that he 
would 
announce 
"efficient 


measures" to end the fighting 
in Tripoli, Lebanon's second 
largest city, and Christian vil- 
lages east of it. 


Karami had been opposed to 


calling in the army because the 
Moslems contend the military 
command is dominated by 
Christians. But the local press 
said the cabinet had agreed to 
give the army's 
Maronite 


Christian commander, Gen. Is- 
kandar Ghanem, a six-month 
leave of absence. 


Some reports said Ghanem 


would be replaced by Brig. 
Gen. Said Nasrallah, the chief 
of staff and a "neutral" Druze, 
a member of Lebanon's third 
religious sect. Several papers 
predicted the army intelligence 
chief, Gen. Jules 
Bustani, 


would be named acting com- 
mander. He is a Christian but 
is considered acceptable to the 
Moslems. 


Moslem sources in Tripoli 


said a force of 3,000 Moslems 


fighting 


advancing on the 
Christian 


town of Zagharta, five miles 
east of Tripoli, had taken the 
Christian villages of Erdeh, 
Alma and Dier Ash ash. The 
sources said this put the Mos- 
lems1 mortars within a two- 
mile range of Zagharta. 


Government security forces 


were 
reported 
establishing 


checkpoints in the rear of the 
Moslem militia, on roads to the 
Zagharta area and on the 
northern and southern 
ap- 


proaches to Tripoli. 


Officials said a total of 83 


persons were known to have 
been killed and 212 wounded in 
the fighting, which began a 
week ago and escalated into 
fullscale warfare Sunday. But 
officials 
predicted 
the 
toll 


would rise as government pa- 
trols penetrated more areas, 
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'Squeaky' Fromme: 


What are they 


mad about? 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) 


— A Manson trial attorney says 
Lynette "Squeaky" Fromme 
confided during a jailhouse vis- 
it that she never intended to 
kill President Ford when she 
aimed a loaded gun at him. 


"What are they mad about?" 


attorney Daye Shinn quoted 
Miss Fromme as asking. "The 
gun didn't go off." 


Shinn said in an interview 


Tuesday that Miss Fromme, 
still loyal to mass murderer 
Charles Manson, claims she 
was seeking attention for Man- 
son and three women followers 
she feels were unjustly con- 
victed in the 1969 Sharon Tate 
murders. 


The attorney quoted Miss 


Fromme as saying of the Ford 
incident here last Friday: "I 
wasn't going to shoot him. I 
just wanted to get some atten- 


tion for a new trial for Charlie 
and the girls." 


Miss 
Fromme, 
26, 
was 


charged with the attempted 
murder of the President after 
she pointed a .45-caliber semi- 
automatic pistol at Ford from a 
distance of only two feet during 
a presidential visit to the Cali- 
fornia capital. 


Shinn, a Los Angeles lawyer 


who represented Susan Atkins 
in the 1970 Manson trial, said 
Miss Fromme also said she in- 
tended to serve as her own at- 
torney if brought to trial. 


Later Tuesday, U.S. District 


Court 
Judge 
Thomas 
J. 


McBride issued a sweeping 
publicity "gag" order at the re- 
quest of Miss Fromme's attor- 
ney, federal Public Defender E. 
Richard Walker. 


McBride said the order ap- 


plied to Miss Fromme, Walker, 


grand jury witnesses and feder- 
al, state and local law enforce- 
ment officials. He said violators 
would be subject to contempt of 
court proceedings. 


A federal grand jury is meet- 


ing here today, and the govern- 
ment is seeking an attempted 
murder 
indictment 
against 


Miss Fromme. 


Manson, 40, is now serving a 


life term at San Quentin Prison 
for the murder of Miss Tate, an 
actress, and six others. 


A preliminary hearing for 


Miss Fromme, who is being 
held in lieu of $1 million bail, is 
scheduled today. She entered 
no plea at her arraignment 
after the Ford incident Friday. 


Among key witnesses 
ex- 


pected to testify before the 
grand jury is Harold Eugene 
Boro, 66, who owned the gun 
Miss Fromme pointed at Ford. 


Boro, a native of Jackson, 


Calif., an old Gold Rush town, 
was described by an official 
source as the "Sugar Daddy" 
to Miss Fromme and Miss 
Good. 


Boro reportedly has told the 


FBI he showed the gun to Miss 
Fromme and she later took it 
when he wasn't looking. Au- 
thorities say Boro is not a sus- 
pect in the assassination at- 
tempt. 


In Los Angeles, the Superior 


Court judge who sentenced 
Manson to prison told the Los 
Angeles 
Times 
that 
Miss 


Fromme had called him at 
home six or eight weeks ago 
and warned she was about to 
do something desperate. 


Judge Raymond Choate said 


Miss Fromme "said she wanted 
to talk to me."

Words, not wheat, will raise prices

Higher food prices resulting 


from U.S. grain sales to Russia 
are caused by controversy and 
concern over the deals and not 
by any threat to American sup- 
plies. 


The problem is words, no 


wheat. U.S. farmers are pro- 
'ducing three times as much 
wheat as the country will use 
this year. U.S. firms have sold 
the Russians only one-third of 
the wheat that is expected to be 
left over at the end of the year 
after domestic consumption and 
regular exports. 


The controversy eased a bit 


Tuesday when AFIXTO Presi- 
dent George Meany, acting 
after a meeting with President 
Ford, told dock workers to re- 
sume 
loading Soviet-bound 


grain voluntarily. 


Ford told Meany he could 


make no promises about what 
would happen to food prices. 
But he extended until mid-Octo- 
ber a moratorium on new grain 
sales to Russia and said he 
would try to work out a long- 
term agreement to minimize 
the impact of any future sales. 


An AFL-CIO spokesman said 


the boycott suspension was for 
one-month only, pending fur- 
ther developments. The con- 


troversy continues. 


The U.S. Department of Agri- 


culture estimates the 1975 
wheat crop at a record 58.3 mil- 
lion metric tons. Added to 
stockpiles, that gives the nation 
a total supply of 67 million met- 
ric tons. 


Only 19.4 million metric tons 


of wheat will be .used at home; 
34 million metric tons will be 
exported to countries 
other 


than Russia. That leaves al- 
most 13.6 million metric tons. 


Thus far this year, U.S. firms 


have sold the Russians about 
one-third of that 13.6 million 
metric tons, leaving just over 
nine million metric tons for

storage in grain silos across the 
country. 


If supplies are adequate, why 


are prices going up? 


One reason is that people still 


remember what happened after 
the 1972 grain sales to the So- 
viet Union. The traditionally 
large American stockpiles were 
almost depleted; wheat prices 
quadrupled, from $1.32 a bushel 
in July 1972 to $5.29 in January 


1974; 
food prices went up al- 


most 30 per cent in two years 
and the grain sales shared the 
blame with rising energy costs 
and government price controls 
that 
disrupted 
production 


cycles. 


There are several differences 


between the situation now and 
in 1972: 


—U.S. firms have sold the So- 


viets less corn and wheat this 
year — a little more than nine 
million metric tons compared 
with about 18 million metric 
tons in 1972. 


—There is more grain avail- 


able for export to Russia. The 
1972 sales represented 99 per 


cent of the U.S. wheat carryo- 
ver — the amount left after do-

Corsicana. 


Even though a child has no 


work 
credit 
under 
Social 


Security, he may qualify for SSI 
benefits if he is statutorily blind 
or 
if 
medical 
evidence 


establishes that, even if he were 
an adult, his disabilities would 
prevent him from engaging in 
substantial gainful activity for a 
year or more. 


The child's income must be 


less than $177.70 if he lives alone 
or is under 18 and his resources 
must be no more than $1,500 in 
order for him to be eligible. 
However, his possession of a 
home, car and life insurance of 
reasonable value would not 
disqualify him, Helmer ex- 
plained. 


If he is under age 18 and living

Lexington, Ky. It covered the 
5,200-mile transatlantic flight in 
three days, floating at 130,000 
feet. 


One of the scientists involved 


in the project, Dr. Peter Fow- 
ler of the University of Bristol, 
England, said, "It may take us 
a year to evaluate all of the in- 
formation collected. This won't 
have an immediate impact on 
the human race, but it will in- 
crease our understanding of 
outer space, of cosmic radi- 
ation, of gamma rays." 


Fowler, in Palestine to study 


the latest experiment and to 
plan for future ones, said, "We 
obtained 
information 
that 


couldn't be gathered at ground 
level nor by the orbiting satel- 
lites." 


The scientist said balloons 


were being used "because we 
need both high altitude and 
long duration. The satellites 
can't carry all of the equipment 
we need and, of course, there is 
a problem of sharing research 
time. The balloon reached the 
required altitude and was aloft 
long enough to gather the nec- 
essary information." 


Robert Cabarra, chief of op- 


erations at the Palestine facil- 
ity, said with all of the public- 
ity on satellites, "balloons have 
been 
overlooked. 
However, 


many times experiments des- 


tined for satellites are first 
tested by balloons. We have 
launched more than 1,000 bal- 
loons for scientific missions and 
recently sent aloft the largest 
in history, a 52.6 million cubic 
foot one." 


Cabarra said the facility has 


ordered a 70.7 million cubic 
footer, "and it will be large 
enough to fill the Cotton Bowl." 


Fowler said the latest ex- 


periment also involved the test- 
ing of a new navigational sys- 
tem and electronic equipment. 


"We know that certain stars 


in the skies erupt in hugh ex- 


plosions and these manifest 
themselves into bursts of gam- 
ma rays. We are attempting to 
get an idea of what is going on 
when this happens and to find 
the sources, something that 
can't always be done by using 
telescopes at ground level," he_ 
said. 


The British scientist said he 


hopes other nations will cooper- 
ate in future flights. Six or sev- 
en 
additional 
transatlantic 


flights are planned for next 
summer during the months 
when the .winds across the 
ocean are stable. 


The facility will launch anoth- 


er 
balloon 
late Thursday, 


weather permitting, in an effort 
to gather information on inter- 
stellar magnesium. The stars tu 
be examined are within 1,500 
light years of Earth. 


A package, weighing about 1,- 


000 pounds, will go aloft in a 
20.1 million cubic foot balloon 
and float all night at altitudes 
of 135,000 to 140,000 feet. 


The test is a joint effort by 


the University College of Ix>n- 
don, England, and Queen's Unfc 
versity of Belfast, Northern Ire- 
land.

James Stafford of the sheriff's 
warrant office traced the re- 
lease of Nastu back to the orig- 
inal indictment, which was 
ruled by a judge to be improp- 
er. 


Nastu, 40, was charged with 


possessing heroin Aug. 11. Po- 
lice said the heroin, worth 
$250,000, came from Thailand 
concealed in stereo equipment. 


District Court Judge Miron 


Love, who signed 
the 
in- 


dictment and allowed the $1.51 
million bond to stand, ruled the 
indictment was improper. He 
said the term date of the grand 
jury was omitted and another 
true bill would have to be ob- 
tained. 


Prosecutors received a cor- 


rected indictment Aug. 20, the 
same day state and city narcot- 
ics officers were massing for 
new narcotics raids. 


That day in the district 


clerk's office, authorities said, 
a new "hold" on Nastu—neces- 
sary to keep him under ar- 
rest—was sent along with other 
drug indictments to the Texas 
Department of Public Safety of- 
fice here. The dismissal of the 
old 
indictment 
was 
sent 


directly to the county jail. 


Jailers, seeing the dismissal 


and without another indictment, 
allowed Nastu to go free. 


Narcotics officers, gathering 


for the raids, recalled they 
were puzzled over seeing anoth- 
er indictment naming Nastu, 
Cobb said, but it was the next 
day before they realized he had 
been released. 


"If anything, this was a re- 


sult of the system," Cobb said 
of the release. "This is a per- 
fect but tragic example of the 
need for better services and ad- 
ditional checks or help in the 
justice system. Everybody's up- 
set, but you just can't put the 
blame on any one person."

'Troublemaker' gets credit 
for probe into grain exports

People in the multibillion dollar 
tfrain trade have been calling 
Harlan L. Ryan a troublemaker 
for years. The difference now is 
that it is clear why he made 
trouble. 


The havoc he has caused — 


at New Orleans' grain docks, at 
Chicago's grain terminals, in 
grain grading offices around 
DCS Moines, Iowa — gained 
Hyan his reputation — and a 
group of detractors who used to 
imply he only imagined crooks 
along the grain chain. 


But now - after indictments 


against 48 men and four com- 
panies from a continuing feder- 
al investigation of grain export 


• operations at New Orleans — 
they no longer accuse him of 
an overactive imagination. 


The crackdown ploases Ryan,* 


who heads the U.S. Department 
of 
Agriculture's grain 
in- 


.sfiection field office here, which 
oversees private agencies that 
grade and inspect wheat, corn 
or soybeans being loaded into 
ships. 


"You can be popular in this 


job, it's easy to give in to the 
grain trade, but I can't see 
that," he said. 


Sen. Dick Clark, D-Iowa, and 


others cite Ryan as a key fig- 
ure in bringing on the federal 
probe which, along with a con- 
troversy over wheat sales to 
Russia, put the grain trade un- 
der a more watchful eye than 
has usually been cast on it. 


The probe exposed a pattern 


of 
bribery, short-weighting, 


misgrading, theft and 
fraud 


amounting into the millions of 
dollars. 


The FBI and the General Ac- 


counting 
Office, 
the 
in- 


vestigative arm of Congress, 
were subsequently assigned to 
check over grain operations in 
Chicago, St. Paul, Minn., Dal- 
las, Portland, Ore., Seattle and 
other 
points. Congressional 


staff members pored over grain 
records. New laws were pro- 
posed. 


The GAO is supposed ti. 


make its report to Congress in 
February, and the investigation 
may grind on another year. 


Ryan, 47, said Me got a strong 


push toward a rule as reformer 
back when he was a farm boy 
»f 14, growing up near Man- 
chester, Iowa, One day his fa- 
ther took him along to drive the 
soybean crop to market. At the 
elevator, the Ryan beans were 
deemed to be of a lower grade 
than Ryan's father felt they ac- 
tually were. On the trip home, 
with less cash than he counted 
'»i, his father was sunk in 
gloom. The trip left a vivid 
memory with Ryan. 


"It made a deep impression 


on rne," he said. "He knew he 
had been taken, but he didn't 
know how to do anything about 
it." 


Ryan has known what to do 


about such things since he grew 
up and got into the grain in- 
spection line: enforce the grain 
act and check for conflicts of 
interest. 


His reform career started 


small and worked up. 


At DCS Moines, he argued 


that it wasn't right for the in- 
spection and grading company 
to be owned by the very eleva- 
tors whose grain it inspected. 
Not n 
h came of that, but he 


did fo. je the firm to adopt uni- 
form fees for all instead of 
charging farmers more. 


Transferred to the Chicago 


office, which oversaw the work 
of a state grain inspection 
agency, he quickly raised a 
stink about misgrading, in- 
competence, cheating on over- 
time, theft and featherbedding. 


At the time, the state agency 


had 127 inspectors to work Il- 
linois grain terminals and was 
losing $250,000 a year. 


"Plain 
mismanagement," 


said Ryan. He helped have Il- 
linois grain inspections turned 
over to a private company. 


"When I left there, the com- 


pany was doing a good job with 
just 44 inspectors," he said.

customers were howling about 
low quality and false weights, 
but couldn't do much about it. 


In late 1973, Ryan proposed a 


federal grand jury investiga- 
tion. In February 1974, U.S. At- 
torney Gerald Gallinghouse got 
the probe under way. 


Five private companies, plus 


one stale-operated inspection 
agency at Baton Rouge, handle 
grain inspections at the eight 
big elevators beside the Mis- 
sissippi River in the New Or- 
leans area. 


"We kind of ate around the 


bottom and worked up," said 
Ryan, in a thumbnail descrip- 
tion of the federal investigation, 
which began with inspectors 
and has extended into executive 
circles. 


A vice president of Bunge 


Corp., one of six big grain com- 
panies that dominate the trade, 
was the highest executive in- 
dicted. 


Ryan has often popped out of 


bed at 2 or 3 a.m. to drive 40 or 
50 miles and back up a federal 
inspector involved in a hassle 
with grain elevator officials. 


GOP issues 
call for big 
convention 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Republican party has issued 
the formal call for the largest 
convention in its history, witli 
nearly 5,000 delegates and al- 
ternates to meet in Kansas 
City, Mo., next summer. 


The first formal step in con- 


vening the OOP's bicentennial- 
year presidential convention 


1 
was taken Tuesday at the close 
of a three-day meeting of the 
Republican National Committee 
during which Kansas City was 
chosen as the host city. 


There will be at least 2,259 


delegates, 911 more than at- 
tended the 1972 convention in 
Miami Beach, Fla. There will 
be an equal number of alter- 
nates seated in Kansas City's 
Kemper Sports Arena when the 
convention opens Aug. 16,1976. 


Under the party's complex 


bonus system, there could be as 
many as four additional dele- 
gates, depending on the out- 
come of the special Senate elec- 
tion in New Hampshire next 
week and gubernatorial races 
this year in Kentucky, Loui- 
siana and Mississippi. 


The bonus system was in- 


stalled in its present form at 
the 1972 convention by con- 
servative forces looking to the 
future presidential nomination 
of then-Vice President Spiro T. 
Agnew or some 
other con- 


servative., 


The system awards bonus 


delegates based on the state 
party's success in federal elec- 
tions, and favors small states 
and traditionally conservative 
areas. 


Despite Agnew's political de- 


mise, and the unanticipated 
presence of an incumbent Re- 
publican president still in the 
contest, the system might still 
have favored a 
Republican 


challenger, such as former Cal- 
ifornia Gov. Ronald R6agan. 


But Richard M. Nixon's land- 


slide victory in 1972, carrying 
every state except Massachu- 
setts and the District of Colum- 
bia, meant that all but those 
two got the bigger chunk of 
bonus delegates for going Re- 
publican in the most recent 
presidential election.
